LATER.—It is now estimated that at 


least twenty people are dead as a result 
of the explosion, while from twenty to 
twenty-five have been taken to hos- 
pitals, seriously injured. The fire at 
this hour is under control and the fire- 
men and policemen are searching lue 
debris foz bodies. The upper floors of 
the building were used UH living apart 
ments. How many people were in the 
tenements ut the time of the explosion 
cannot yet bo told, neither the number 
of customers wuo were iu the stores 
that were demolished. The sidewalks 
were crowded with loungers and pass- 
ers by nt the time, aud few of thetu Lad 
any opportunity to escape from the 
falling wulle.

"Th«>re were a good many reckless andt 


ilaredevil chaps among those whose busi- 
ness it' was to haul and handle nitro- 
glycerin in tho early days ot that explo- 
sive agent la the oil regions," said Gcorgo 
Place, who \vas one of the first to v,-ork 
at making and canning nltroglycerin for 
the wells under the Roberts patent, "Irut 
there was a teamster named Dick \Vai- 
ucr who would dare and risk more v/itu. 
the terrible stuff thau any other person, 
ihereubout. lie M'as known as 'Devil 
Dick,' and it was a fit name for hire, lie 
Imd a chuui named Dan Sntton, who was* 
almost as reckless as Dick, and I have- 


him and Dick play catch many a 


time with cans of glycerin they were un- 
loading, the dropping of one of which ti* 
:ho ground -would .have more than, likely 
•wiped out of existence every person) 
around the well. 


"It got so that whenever Dick Warner 


Imd a load of nitroglycerin to unload at 
the well everybody else, except Dan Sut- 
ton, took to the woods and staid tlier* 
until the stuff was out of their custody.. 
Once 'Devil Dick' held a great can ot 
uitroKlycerin above his head and let a 
drunken driller nnmed Patterson throw 
ten stones at it from ft distance of Ito 
feet on n bet of ?20 that he couldn't hit 
the can once out of the ten times. This 
was at lloan's camp, nnd the whole cnmp 
watched the insane proceeding from safe 
distances ou the hill. One of tho stone* 
hit Dick on the arm, not two inches be • 
low the can, and knocked it out of hi'/ 
hand. He caught the can, though, befoie 
it reached the ground or the throwing 
match would have «nded there and thru, 
with the burial of such bits of Dick and 
the driller as could be found,' nnd they 
would have been exceedingly few nnd 
small. The driller eamo close to the can. 
several timeK during the trial, but failed 
to hit it, and Dick wou his bet. 


"In those days the woods all through 


the oil regions were full of wild animals, 
and it -wasn't an uncommon sight to st;e a 
bear or a Canada lynx or u cntamnnnr 
prowling round the camps or isolated oil 
villages. The lynx was frequently very 
aggressive nnd bold, and it was greatly 
feared hy tho drillers and others at th» 
wells. 
More than once men Imd been, 


attacked by lynxes, and James Carkcr, a 
pumper, was so badly hurt iu fighting off 
one that had jumped from n tree upon, 
him as ho was driving through n piece ot 
woods that he died of his injuries. One 
day 'Devil Dick' was on his way to a well 
with a load o£ iiitroglyceriu torpedoes, 
and he picked Dan Sntton up on tint 
way. Ou a stretch of the rond through 
what was known as Couwny's woods 
Dau discovered a big Canada lynx steal- 
ing along through the branches of the 
trees ut one side of the road and keeping 
even vith tlie wagon, lie called Dick's 
attention to tho animal, and Dick said 
that it wns watching for a chance to ut- 
tack them, but declared that if it follow- 
ed them as far as Clay's opening hft would 
get rid of the dangerous houbt. 


"Clay's opening was a gap in tho woods 


and a ravine JiO feet wide and us nuuiy 
deep. The lynx did follow the men as 
far as the opening, and Dick stopped his 
wagon. 


"The lynx crouched a few feet away 


from tho edge of the nearest*Whn of the 
ravino, and before Button surmised how 
Dick intended to get rid of the nnim.ii 
Dick grabbed up a can of nitroglycevia 
nnd hurled it with all his strength at the 
lynx, winch was not over 20 feet away. 
The can struck the &oft body of the lynx 
square in one side and knocked the ani- 
mal over on its back. The flesh and fur 
of the lynx did not offer resistance to the 
can sufficient to cause concussion enough 
to explode it, but the can rolled on tho 
ground and slowly down a gradual de- 
cline that led from where the lyns 1: y to 
the edge of the ravine wall. 


"Sutton, with all his recklessness in 


handling nitroglycerin, stood aghast at 
this deliberate risking of their lives hy 
Dick, for he knew that the instant the 
can rolled into the ravine and struck the 
rocks below the terrible explosion that 
bad been so luetely averted hy Dick's 
good aim at the lynx would follow. 
Quicker than a Hash he jumped from the 
wagon, tore like mad up the ravine and 
stood beneath the spot where the torpedo, 
would tumble into the gully whca it 
reached the edge. 


"A. scraggy hush of some kind <;rew 


out of the top of the wall, and JUM aa 
Sutton reached the spot the can of iiitro- 
glyceria had rolled to the edge and struck 
against the main stem of the bush. The 
can had struck it a trifle out of the center, 
and the heavier end of the torpedo moved 
ou nn inch or two until it extended a lit- 
tle over the edge. 


"Sntton stood beiow with upreached 


hands to catch the can ij! it fell, but there 
It hung against the bush, in a position 
that looked as if a breath o£ wind would 
topple it over into tlie ravine. 


"All this had occupied but a few sec- 


onds. 
As soon as the torpedo lodged 


against the bush Sutton ran back to tho 
road, shouting to Dick to drive on so-they 
could get to a safe distance before the 
falling of the can and Us certain explo- 
sion on the rocks below. But when he 
cot to the wagon he saw Dick with an- 
other torpedo raised, ready to hurl it aft- 
er the first one. He lowered it, though, 
nnd looked around at Button as if. be was 
disappointed. 
" "The infernal wildcat's give me the 


slip. Dan, and took to the woods/ said 
he. 'Lord, but I'd like to bust "one of 
these shells on him1' 
"That was probably the first and last 


time a wild animal was ever hnnted with 
four quart nitroglycerin torpedoes, and 
that -was the last trip 'Devil DiVfl? evec 
drove for the company he wns working 
for. He wasn't discharged because he so 
recklessly endangered life nnd property 
by throwing cans of nitroglycrrin at a 
lyns, bnt because he drove on from tha 
ravine without getting back the first cart 
he threw, nnd the company wonld not 
stand such a waste of their properly. 


"Dick handled nitroglycerin for foul1 


years after that nnd never had an acci- 
dent. He then quit the business and wt-nj 
to breaking on the Allegheny Valley rail- 
load, lie was killed at Millnr Farm be- 
fore he had railroaded a week,"

diers whose lives had virtually been 
wrecked by their experience in tbe war. 


"It struck ine as curious that the wom- 


en of, the south, who had been such a 
holp nnd inspiration to the soldiers all 
through the war, should have forgotten 
all about them just when they most need- 
ed assistance. I decided I would try to 
do something to reawaken, interest in 
tbein. So I wrote some letters. 


"The letters were to 90 women in St. 


Louis who had either lived through tbe 
wnr or whose fathers had, and I asked 
them to meet me at the Southern hotel. 
That was iu November, 1889. 
Nearly all 


of them came, and we talked it over and 
decided to organize. At that very first 
meeting wo had more than $200 given us 
from the members and from men who 
were interested. 


"Then I wasn't satisfied to have tho 


society only in St. Louis, so I sent let- 
ters to some of the little towns and sug- 
gested their forming branches. 
Many of 


them did, and the representatives of a lot 
of those who wished to help met me once 
in St. Louis and told me afterward they 
were a good bit disgusted to find the 
woman who was trying to start the work 
knew less about the Confederacy than 
most of them did, but by the time our St. 
Louis society had grown to a membership 
of 300 there were between 500 and 600 
working in the state. 


"What we were working for was a 


state home for Confederate soldiers. We 
built it in two years, at Ilngensvillp, and 
the building alone cost $23,000. There 
are 350 acres of land, and every ponny 
\vr.s earned by the Daughters or subscrib- 
ed by those who wore interested iu what 
we were doing. 


"So popular proved the idea among 


southern women that the chapters sprung 
up all over the south, and now hardly 
one of the southern states is without an 
organized branch. 


"Three years after the inception of the 


Missouri society the United Society of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, a na- 
tional orgnnization, was formed. This 
society now has nearly 200,000 mem- 
bers." 


Should Have Responsibilities. 


Foreigners for a long time have been 


drawing contrasts between the quick in- 
telligence and varied accomplishments of 
American women and the commonplace 
and limited interests of American men. 


Pushed to its logical conclusion, we 


should have to assume that ultimately 
the women who really count, the women 
who are really best worth while, will for 
the most part remain unmarried, preserv- 
ing nn attitude toward men that is sym- 
bolized by a "sniff," and that men will 
marry their inferiors and perpetuate the 
race on the principle of the survival of 
tbe unfittest. This would be a bad thin? 
all around, both in its effects upon our 
social life nnd also (which is less obvious 
at first sight) upon our intellectual life. 


The real defect in our present system 


is not an educational defect at all. It 
is rather to be found in the unnatural 
separation of interests between man and 
woman which forms so striking a feature 
of the social and domestic life of this 
country. 


In Prance, in Germany, in England, 


everywhere, indeed,, in the western world 
outside of the United- States, a woman 
does not view her husband's life work as 
segregated from her own interests. 


For all this our men are primarily re- 


sponsible. It is a matter of honor with 
tbem that their women shall have no 
cares, no anxieties and few responsibili- 
ties. 
The man bears his burdens all 


alone in order that the woman may be 


accomplish is to speak freely and pleas- 
antly about things which are delightful to 
talk about, to avoid gossip and evil speak- 
ing of others, to use clean, pure English, 
without slang, nnd to lead the conversa- 
tion into impersonal channels. 


She should know enough of current 


events to speak understandingly about 
the things that we all ought to know and 
that all young men like to discuss, the 
things which jstir the nation's heart, the 
events which rouse the attention of the 
world, the books which excite public at- 
tention, tbe beautiful things of the earth 
which are about you, the good deeds of 
good men and women who are helping 
the world along, to check any unkind 
talebearing or insinuation or especially 
any criticism of girls you know. A man 
goes away refreshed from a visit which 
has made him think and talk such things, 
and especially if he has had a sweet, 
bright young girl to talk to. 


The world our young men have to work

How to Briner Sleep. 


Assume an easy position, with the 


bands resting over the abdomen. Take a 
long, slow, but easy and natural, breath, 
in such a way as gradually and gently to 
lift tbe hands outward by the action of 
the abdomen. At the same lime slowly 
and gradually open the eyes so thnt at 
the end of the inspiration they are wide 
open and directed upward. 
Let the 


breath out easily nnd naturally, letting 
the hands fall inward as the outward 
pressure of the abdomen is withdrawn. 
At the same time let the eyes drop and 
the eyelids naturally fall by their own 
weight, so that they are closed at the end 
of the expiration. Do all this quietly and 
naturally. Do not make too hard work 
of it. 


llepeat tbe mspiration.',and expiration, 


with opening and lifting, dropping and 
closing of the eyes, ten times. Then take 
ten breaths in the same way, allowing 
the eyes to remain closed. Alternate ten 
breaths with opening nnd closing of the 
eyes and breathe with closed eyes. When 
the eyelids begin to feel heavy nnd you 
feel tired nnd sleepy, ns you will very 
soon, jro through the motions more and 
more easily and lazily until" jou merely 
will the motions without making any ef- 
fort, or hardly nny effort, to execute 
them. At this stage, or, more likely, in 
one of the intervals of breathing without 
any motion of the eyes, you will fall 
asleep. 


Nervous persons will have some diffi- 


culty at first in the gradual opening and 
dosing of the eyes. They will tend to 
fly open and then snnp together, bot as 
putting salt on a dove's tail is a sure rule 
for catching the dove so this gradual nnd 
easy opening and closing of the eyes in 
rhythm, with yuiet, natural breathing, 
when once secured, are almost equivalent 
to dropping off to sleep. This rule in- 
duces tbe respiration that is characteris- 
tic of normal sleep. It tires the set of 
muscles, the tiring of which is one of the 
favorite devices for producing hypnosis. 
It produces and calls attention to certain 
sensations in the eyes and eyelids which 
are the normal precursors of sleep. Fi- 
nally persons who have had difficulty in 
going to sleep and staying asleep report 
that this method puts them to sleep aud 
puts tbem back again when they wake 
up too soon.—Outlook.

cannot s,tand it. A warm "tub," with a 
hpoage bntb of cold water to follow, is a 
modification adapted to less robust con- 
stitutions. To many persons even that is 
not beneficial, and warm or tepid water 
is best. It is always advisable to con- 
bult one's physician iu regard to the kind 
mos>t helpful, says the Washington Stnr. 
Healthy people inuy take a tepid bath, 
oue in which the temperature varies from 
82 to 90 degrees, twice a dny — when they 
rise and when they retire. They should 
remain in the tub not longer than ten 
minutes. For delicate persons this bath 
should be indulged in but once a day — 
before breakfast. 
Healthy persons may 


substitute for the tepid bath the cold 
bath (temperature from 33 to 75 degrees), 
while delicate ones should never risk it 
for more thnn live minutes before break- 
fast. 
After bathing the body must he 


dried as quickly as possible with rough 
towels. 
Bath towels nre seldom large 


enough. They can scarcely be too Inrg" 
and are recommended of a si?e to envel- 
op the body nnd dry it at once. 
If tlio 


bath leaves the body feeling chilled, it i« 
an indication not thnt bathing should de 
eschewed, but that thnt special kind of 
bath is not nt tho time adapted to one's 
physical condition.

Crumble stale bread In the milk and 
now and again beat up a raw egg In It 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a fish head Is meat enough for a 
day's ration. Supplement It with milk 
giid bread or milk and mnshed pota- 
toes, a cracker or two or a bit of hard 
teead lightly buttered and a few small 
bovjM, ns from chicken, game or chops. 


Cats as well as dogs suffer a plague 


of floas. 
Oddly enough, cat fleas are 


unlike dog lleaa, and if the two sorts 
of insects meet upon one poor beast 
there is a fight lo a finish, ending com- 
monly In victory for tbe oat floas, which 
are much bigger and more voracious 
Than those found on the dog.

Just comfortably hot, not scalding— 
rinse dry aud lenvo alone.

days, If the mango persists, repeat the 
ointment and after the treatment give 
1ht« cut plenty of catnip, either green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
Indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. 
Burn Infected bedding and 


fumigate sleeping baskets, or eke wash 
them well In bichloride of mercury.

Some of tho Modern Trick* of th«* 


Trudc—Fine Gold SettinffM IT»ed For 
Bo^un Stone*—Tbe Hulo Around «t 
Genuine Pearl. 


Although the imitation of jewels has 


becu practiced for a century or more 
there are comparatively new develop- 
ments in tbe industry every few years, 
und tbe business has of late attained 
cnc/rtnous proportions. 
The majority ot 


(hcse stones are made abroad, and hence 
Uiey are imported. But -while they are 
exceedingly cheap and "the duty is low 
:,ue attempt is octasionally made to smug- 
gle them into tbe country, nnd a seizure 
a-sults. 
Again, the imitation is some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
is always possible for an expert to tell 
the difference if he has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of tbe diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, 
amethyst and turquoise are usually 


made of paste or strnss, which is nothing 
more than a particularly fine grade of 
ijlass, to which, if the stone 3s colored, 
the proper hue has been imparted by tho 
addition to some 
mineral substance. 


There is at least one European house, 
thoujrb, which professes to add carbon to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness than would otherwise 
be possible. 


In London still another plan is pursued 


to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by the cutting 
of jewels, is treated with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state and then rolled out in 
exceedingly thin sheets. 
This veneer 


is cut into the proper shape aud cement- 
ed on the faces of the strass. Glass dia- 
monds can b4j boucht for a few cents 
when unset, tut a veneered diamond ia 
worth nearly $1. A high degree of bkill 
is required in its preparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diiunond and 
paste. 
Hydrofluoric acid will eat glass, 


Init will not affect the genuine atone. A 
tile makes no impression ou the latter 
either. 
Finally a real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 


Some artificial rubies arc of paste; oth- 


ers have the same composition as the 
genuine •stone, which consists of corun- 
dum. 
Tho latter variety of imitation 


ruby has the proper hardness and spe- 
cific gravity, and the color is faultless. 
It can be distinguished from the true 
ruby only by a powerful 
magnifying 


glass. 
Singularly enough, the genuine 


There 
nrc natural flaws in it not found in the 
imitation, although the imitation also 
posspbscs other characteristics (minute 
bubbles, for instance) which are readily 
recognized.

The magnifying glass is the sur- 


est means of ascertaining the character 
of these jewels. 


Owing no doubt to the fact that pearls 


are often worn in strings instead of sin- 
gly or in pairs, like diamonds, tho busi- 
ness of manufacturing imitations of them 
is far more extensive than any kindred 
branch o£ the industry, except perhaps 
tho making of bogus turquoises ami em- 
eralds and rubies for belt buckles. Aud 
inasmuch ns most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap it is possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Thus one 
may get a card bearing a dozen stickpins 
with imitation pearl heads for from JO 
to 15 ctnts. If the stones were genuine, 
they would be worth from $100 to $200. 


There are several kinds of imitation 


pearls. 
One is a glass bead filled with 


composition. The glass is often not over 
a sixty-fourth of an inch thick. 
There 


are several different compositions used. 
One looks very much liko paraffin. 
A 


bead filled with thnt material would 
crush easily. 
In other globular pearls, 


pierced for stringing, a harder substance 
is emplnjed. There is an imported imita- 
tion ppsirl whose shell is snid to be made 
of fishskin and whose filling is a com- 
pound in which there is ground mother of 
pearl, the lustrous lining of the oyster 
shell, wherein the real pearl is produced. 


St. Johnsbury, j This sort of jewel costs a dollar or two, 


and a string of GO would sell for $150. 
Iteal pearls of the same size and beauty 
would bring fully a hundred times that 
price. 


Although the manufacture of imitation 


pearls was long confined to Europe, it is 
now conducted in this country also. 
A 


New York house, the first to engage in 
tbe business, introduced a novelty to tbe 
trade a fc\v jears ago. 
It made solid 


pearls in addition to the filled ones. The 
composition employed is as hard as rock. 
It is almost impossible to break these 
Jewels, and their luster, color and ingen- 
hus irregularity of form will deceive any 
one who does not use a magnifying glass 
on them. 
The bead of tbis house tells 


many amusing stories about the mistakes 
made by expert jewelers and pawnbro- 
kers when those stones first made their 
appearance. Of course it is not easy to 
fool an experienced person; still the ex- 
pert must use a powerful lens in order to 
ascertain the real character of a pearl. 
lie will not trust th£ naked eye. 
Occa- 


sionally a jeweler will say: "No, I cannot 
detect na imitation pearl eight or ten 


j feet away, but if I hold it in my hand I 


I can see the difference between thnt and 


the real thing. There's a sort of balo 
around the genuine article which is un- 
mistakable." 
But other men in the 


trnde frankly admit that only by means 
of a microscope can they discriminate. 


A fashion has sprung up of late years 


which enhances the deception produced 
by imitation jewels. If a paste diamond 
is set in a brass ring or an imitation pearl 
1s mounted on a German silver pin, a 
shnrp eyed observer might suspect the 
character ot thp jewel, but when the set- 
ting is of 14 carat or 18 carat gold and 
the ninnufactiii-pr has lavished more or 
less artistic skill on the design of a ring 
or stud or clasp a different impression is 
fronted.
